Warrant for Town Meeting 


Le? THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan, County 
of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in tqwn affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a 
Town Clerk, One Selectman for three years, Town 
Treasurer, Overseer of the Poor, Tax Collector, One 
Library Trustee for three years, One Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years, two Auditors and three Highway 
Agents. 

Article 2. To choose by major vote, surveyors of 
lumber, fence viewers, constables, measurers of wood 
and bark, weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents, 
and such other officers as the town may judge necessary 
to be chosen. 

Article 8. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the compensation of Tax Collector, and the 
limitation of time of settlement with the town. 

Article 4. To see what action the town will take in 
giving a discount on taxes. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray the town’s
